Most 
probably Neuhaus will undertake serial production of television tubes, as

(the tubes frequently had M gas“ 8 } have been overcome, A new getter material is 
being used, which is delivered, from Poland, Poland bought it in England. All 
the RFT works apparently are now supplied with this material. The difficulties 
in the, production of metal tube heads, which go mainly to the Soviet Union, are 
not entirely overcome. The trouble is with the so-called vibrating pentodes. 
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
